The future ef the world war now raging in Europe depends largely 
@pon the actual economic conditions which today prevail in Germany. If 
Germany is unable to feed not only her huge army of millions of sons of the 
f Fatherland who are today following the banner of the Kaiser, but also her 
pivilians left at home, then the world will soon see the war at an end. 

Defeat for Germany would be a natural consequence. 

If, on the other hand, the Germans have an ample food supply, enough 
got only to satisfy. the want of those battling for the future of the empire, 
but also for the care of the civilian population at home, then the war may 
be carried on for months, or, maybe, for years. 

- Here are the conclusions arrived at by the writer, after a careful, pains- 
taking investigation, and after an exhaustive travel throughout the Kaiser’s 
domain: 

1. The report that Germany is on the point of starvation is ab- 
’ solutely false. There is ample supply not only to feed the monster 
army which Germany has placed in the field, but also enough to care 
for the rest of the populace. 
2. There are on hand today enough foodstuffs to last at least one 
year, if not 18 months. | 
8. A positive and absolutely effective blockade has not been es- 
tablished against German ports, and foodstuffs and other material are 
being brought into Germany today from outside sources. , 
‘4. There is no scarcity of flour or bread. On the contrary, there 
enough on hand of the former so that the German Government will - 

‘net be compelled to draw upon the products of the erop of 1915 until” 
‘next year, if then. a 

6. . Even if the crop of 1915 should turn out to be a poor one, it 
would still be greater than the crop of an average year, because since 

Angust 1914 more land under the German banner has been cultivated 

for agricultural purposes than ever before. 

6. There is enough meat on hand to last for an inicfinite period. 

7. Germany today is practically self-supporting. 

8. The financial conditions of the country are such that it will 
be a long time before the war chest can be emptied. 

9. Throughout Germany proper there are scarcely any indications 
that outside of her domains a great war is raging. 

10. Germany will fight to the last man, if necessary, and her sons 

‘are proudly sacrificing their lives upon the field of battle, knowing 

that in doing so they serve their Fatherland best. 

11, The feeling against Americans in Germany is most bitter, be- 
cause American arms and ammunition are supplied by American firms 
to the allies.

FIVE YEARS FOR JUDGE 


Shea amd Each Must Pay 
Fine of $1000. 


INDIANAPOLS, Ind., April 12.—- 
Mayor Donn M. Roberts, one of the 27 
men convicted by a jury in Federal 
Court for participation in the conspiracy 
to defraud the Government in the elec- 


tion in Terre Haute 9n Nov. 3, 1914, was 
sentenced by Judge Anderson today to 
six years in Leavenworth Prison and 
to pay a fine of $2000. 

Mayor Roberts was described by Judge 
Anderson as the “arch conspirator.”’ 

Twenty others of the 116 persons who 
have been convicted or pleaded guilty 
also received sentences to Leavenworth 
prison. Four were given suspended sen- 
tences; judgment was reserved in the 
cases of four, at the request of United 
States District Attorney Bailey, and the 
others were given either sentences in 
the local jail, or fines. It was said .to 
be the largest number sentenced at one 
time in the local Federal court.

Few Signs of War Are A pparent 
in Germany's Domestic System 


What impresses the visitor to Germany most forcibly at this time is 
the fact that in the country proper there are practically no indications of 
war. Trains are running just as regularly as they did in time of peace and 
there is considerable traffic as far as passengers are concerned. Such a 
thing as a train being late either in starting or arriving upon its destination 
is a matter practically unheard of. I have traveled thousands of miles by 
@ailroad through Germany within the past few weeks and upon no occasion 
did our train ever arrive as much as a minute late. It may be stated that 
gust now the train service is exclusively in charge of the military authorities 


in Germany. 

Another feature which is observed 
at onoe by the foreign visitor to the 
Fatherland during the present war times 
is the absolute and positivé obedience 
with which every German lives up to 
every rule, order or command which 
comes to him, either through the civil 
or military authorities or from the po-

Of course, in the first in- 
stance, Germany must feed and care 
for the wants of her powerful army and 
navy. The soldiers in the field come 
first in every case. There is no short- 
age of rations anywhere in the army or 
navy. 
When the English blockade of Ger- 
man ports began, every citizen, producer 
as well as consumer, was called upon 
by the German Government to make 
affidavit as to the amount of foodstuffs 
in his possession. Every household 
had to make a similar report, and short- 
ly after that all the flour on hand, 
anywhere in Germany, was selzed espe- 
clailly that stored ia the mills, an 
placed under the direct care and charge 
of the Government.

During 
her long voyage through the southern 
seas since she slipped out of New York 
Harbor Aug. 3 last, the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm sank 14 ships which, with their 
cargoes, are valued at $7,000,000. Nine 
ot the vessels were British, four French 
and one Norwegian. Nearly 1000 pris- 
oners were taken. This was accom- 
plished with only four guns, two taken 
from the German cruiser Karisruhe and 
two captured from a British merchant 
vessel. 

The. Kronprinz Wilhelm was forced to 
come into port because of an outbreak 
of the dread beri-beri and for supplies 
and repairs, Sixty-six of the crew and 
prisoners, ill of the disease, were to be 
taken to a hospital today. 

It is not definitely known that the

[ton Roads. 

Provisions Taken Alongside. 
One hundred and fifty tons of coal, 
tons of fresh water and three days’ 
supply of fresh meats, fruits and veg- 
etables were loaded on barges during 
the night and were alongside the 
cruiser at sunrise. These provisions 
were allotted the raider py Collector of 
Customs Hamilton after conference 
with the Washington authorities. Ar- 
rangements also were under way for 
the removal from the ship of 61 Brit- 
ish sailors taken by the Kronprinzg Wil- 
‘helm from the steamships Tamar and 
Colepy, destroyed in the South Atlantic. 
The provisions taken on by the cruis- 
er were for use in this port only. They 
consisted of vegetables and fresh 
meats, the lack of which wag responsi- 
ble for the epidemic of beribéri. 
Commander Thierfelder has asked 
for time to survey his ship and to sub- 
mit by examination by a board .of 
United States navy officers before mak- 
ing requests as to the time he wishes, 
to remain in American waters for full 
eupplies and repairs. 

His machinery, after the 260 day# 
voyage from New York harbor, is said 
to be in fairly good condition, evidenced 
by the fact that the ship was able to 
make at least 23 knots an hour Satur- 
day night and Sunday morning in her 
dash into Hampton Roads through a 
lane filled with the sputterings from 
wireless instruments of enemy war- 
ships. 

All was shipshape on board the Wil- 
helm at sunrise today, officers and sail- 
ors in their aueer-looking gray uni- 
forms of French army cloth captured 
from the steamer Guadeloupe present- 
ing a fresh appearance after the first 
undisturbed night's rest in eight months 
of persistent and elusive operation on 
the high seas. 

“It was a long voyage from New York 
to Newport News,” said Over-Lieuten- 
ant Warneke, first officer of the Wil- 
helm, as he looked out on the brilliant 
sunrise.

No 
lives were lost. 

The small steamer President also was 
attacked Sunday by a German subma- 
rine. The crew of 10 men was rescued 
by a torpedo boat destroyer. It has not 
been learned whether the President was 
sunk. 

The sinking of the Belgian relief ship 
Harpalyce has created much comment 
here, but the American Relief Commis- 
sion is awaiting official confirmation 
of the report that this ship was sent 
down by a German submarine before 
making a protest.

His business dealings with the 
Night and Day Bank of 38 Olive 
street, which last week called a loan 
for $3500 after it had investigated the 
deeds of trust Frederick had pledged 
to secure the loan. 

The sale of two deeds of trust to 
Mrs, Anna Weinheimer of 6170 Mc- 
Pherson avenue, which are worthless 
by reason of having been released. 


Bankers Are Subpenaed, 

Circuit Attorney Harvey Saturday aft- 
ernoon, issued subpenas for a lst of 
witnesses, furnished by the Post-Dis- 
patch, to testify as to their knowledge 
of the fraudulent deeds of trust in the 
two bank transactions, and also for the 
witnesses having knowledge of the deeds 
ef trust held by Mrs. Weinheimer. 

Walker Hill, president of the Me- 
Chanics-American National Bank, and 
William F. Switzler, credit manager of 
the bank, were both subpenaed. 

Hill will be able to tell the grand jury 
about the action of his bank in per- 
emptorily demanding that Frederick 
take up his loan, and withdraw his ac- 
cuunt from the bank after the discov- 
ery that the deed of trust held as col- 
lateral had been released, and therefore

Switzler can enlighten the grand jury 
as to the details of the transaction, and 
furnish a written memorandum which 
he made at the time. Switzler discov- 
ered the release of the deed of trust, 
and represented the bank in the negoti- 
ations which compelled Frederick to 
ruake good on the loan. 

Bank Attorney to Testify. 

The principal officials of the Night 
and Day Bank and the members of the 
title examining firm who investigated 
the records of the collateral which 
Frederick had pledged with that insti- 
tution also have been summoned by 
Circuit Attorney Harvey to appear be- 
fore the grand jury today. 

President H. H. Hohenschild proba- 
bly will be the first official of the bank 
to be called into the grand jury room 
Hohenschild and C. E. Hayden, vice 
president of the bank, decided last 
Thursday to make an investigation of 
the collateral which Frederick had 
pledged with them to secure a $3500 
loan. 

Hayden employed George R. Hunsche 
and Hugo Buder of the Hunsche-Buder 
Land Title Co. to examine the records. 
Hunsche and Buder will be able to in- 
form the grand jury as to what they 
discovered in the Recorder’s office at 
the city hall. Their discoveries were 
so startling that, while they did not 
know the entire circumstances sur- 
rounding Frederick’s dealings with the 
bank, they decided in the interest of 
good government to vote against Fred- 
erick at the election.

It is expected that several witnesses 
who have not yet disclosed their iden- 
tity will voluntarily appear before the 
grand jury to testify relative to their 
business dealings with Frederick.

as they cared to with their meals, and 
there never was any extra charge for 
it. 
But, with the blockade established, :* 
became necessary to curtail the use of 
flour principally, and the novel saving 
system was instituted. 
The war bread is mostly of a very 
dark color. The so-called white bread 
contains about 15 per cent of rye flour. 
The dark war-bread of ‘‘Kriesbrod,”’ 
as they call it in Germany, contains 
from 2% per cént to 20 per cent of potato 
flour or baked potatoes, which are add- 
ed to rye flour only. In the manufac- 
ture of this kind of war-bread no wheai 
is used at all, and wread generally 1s 
sold 12 hours after it is baked. 
Wheat Bread Is Forbidden. 
It is forbidden to bake with wheat 
flour alone. A person who did not 
want to buy bread would be given the 
equivalent amount in flour, up to four 
pounds for each person per week, but 
* even in private families nobody was al- 
lowed to bake bread with wheat flour 
alone. 
The establishment of the Government 
wheat monopoly has been recognized as 
being by far the most important and 
far-reaching measure taken since the 
outbreak of the war. All supplies of 
wheat. rye and flour of all sorts .in 
amounts of not less than 220 pounds 
were confiscated, Fen. 1, and five days 
later all holders of sucn stock had ren- 
dered a full account of them to the 

Governmen?. 

All guch confiscated grain and flour 
Was passed into the possession of what 
has become knowr as either the War 
Wheat Co. or the War Purchase Co., 
or to some local municipal organiza- 
tions. These bodies had to pass the 
grain on to the mills, and they in turn 
Were compelled to work on conditions 
by the authorities. 

The only definite rule which has been 

ished for every municipality or 
other local body is that it may not be 
over more than a maximum quantity of 
four pounds of bread for every person 
per week. The farmers were allowed 
to retain only as much grain as neces- 
sary for the feeding of the persons liv- 
ing on their estates and for an ade- 
quate supply of seed. 
Bread Card With Hotel Room Keys. 

A bread card system has been estab- 
lished in Germany. Yt is enforced in 
different ways in different calities. 
In Berlin, for instance, I was utterly 
unable to receive a piece of bread with- 
out first presenting a bread card, and 
no restaurant will violate this rule, no 
matter how much you may beg for 
bread. In other cities the bread card 
system is more lax, but cards are issued 
all the same, and the amount distrib- 
uted is never in excess of the -allow- 
ance made by the Government per 
head. 

When I arrived in Berlin the first 
thiag handed to me at the Hotel Ad- 
lon with the key to my room was the 
bread card. This enabled me to pur- 
chase half a pound of bread every day. 
In the hotels new bread cards are is- 
sued daily. When the waiter comes to 
your room in the merning with your 
stale rolls of war bread he also brings 
along a new bread card, from which 
the amount of your breakfast has al- 
ready been deducted. At the same time 
he takes from you the bread card of 
the day before, and no credit is given 
to you if on the previous day you 
should have failed to eat the amount of 
bread allowed you by the Government. 
When I called the attention of the 
waiter to the fact that there was still 
some coupons left on my bréad card of 
the day previous, he calmly informed 
me that I should have eaten the full 
amount on the day before. All further 
arguments came to a sudden end when 
] was informed that these are the police 
tegulations. There is absolutely ro ap- 
peal from such an order, because «very- 
body here does just exactly as the 
police tell them to do. 

Bread Tickets Not Transferable. . 

Bread tickets are not transferable; 
and every ticket bears a number and 
may be used by any member of a fam- 
lly, since every member who is more 
than two years old is entitled to a 
bread ticket. Hotels must keep an ac- 
count of the number of guests and .em- 
ployes in order to be entitled to the 
corresponding quantity of bread, the 
same as ‘the boarding houses and res- 
taurants. in the latter bread must be 
purchased by the guests, the hotels, 
therefore, doing away with their free 
supply as heretofore. 

. Berlin, for instance, has been divided 
into, 170 districts, each including about 
160 houses with 11,000 people, who are 

‘8 provided with bread tickets from the 
respective central offices. 

If you go to a restaurant in Berlin 
and order your meal the waiter will 
not bring you any bredd unless you or- 
der it specially, and then he will ask 

| you at ence for your bread card. You 
will. tell him how many slices of bread 
you want and he will clip coupons ac- 
_ e@ordingly from your bread card. Should 
you have forgotten to bring your pvread 
; card along you simply will have to go 
without bread, for nobody will take a 
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cellency,” said the waiter in very 
polite terms. 

“Bread card?” repeated the Ameri- 
can Ambassador in utter astonish- 
ment. “Bread card, why is it neces- 
sary to have one here?” 

The waiter assured Judge Gerard 
that he was very sorry, indeed, but 
that he could not serve any bread 
without a bread card first being pro- 
duced, and surely His Excellency 
would not care to see the waiter 
spend some time behind prison bars 
for violation of one of the strictest 
rules laid down by the German Gov- 
ernment. 

There was not a single bread card 
in the banquet hall and the only thing 
for the Ambassador to d6 was to 
send to the embassy for the regular 
cards issued to the legation once a 
week. It was not until these had been 
produced that Mr. Gerard and the 
other guests were given any bread 
at all. . 

“It's the law, gentlemen,” said the 
Ambassador to his fellow guests, and 
the incident was closed. 

I attended a dinner party given at 
a private residence in Chemnitz, and 
one of the guests, who was there 
with his wife, and had come from 
a nearby town, had brought his own 
bread along, and before the meal was 
served had it placed alongside his 
plate. Another guest who arrived 
presented his bread card to the ser- 
vant, who opened the door immedi- 
ately after he had entered the apart- 
ment. Nothing at all was thought of 
this incident. 

Not So Strict Outside Prussia. 
In other cities outside Berlin, and 
principally outside. of Prussia, the rule 
is not so strictly enforced. .In Munich, 
for instance, at one of the large res- 
taurants where I had luncheon, there 
was a silver basket with bread all 
ready to cut in slices upon the table. One 
would simply help himself to as much 
bread as he wanted and when it came 
time to pay the bill the waiter would 
ask as to the amount of bread con- 
sumed and charged 5 pfennigs (one 
and one quarter cents) for each slice 
of war bread. 

In dining cars on the trains bread fs 
served regularly to all who ask for it 
and are willing to pay. You can get 
as much as you want there without 
rroducing a card. 

I have it from the most reliable au- 
thority that there is ample flour and 
grain in Germany to feed. not only the 
army and navy, but the entire popula- 
tion, including the thousands of prisun- 
«rs of war and other pecple interned 
throughout the empire for at least one 
year to come. 

As already stated, the Germans are 
a far-seeing people, and immediately 
after the harvest in 1914, after ihe he- 
sinning of the war, nad been gath- 
ered, the fields were plowed and got- 
ien ready for what is hoped to turn 
Out to be the greatest harvest tn years. 
Ot course the present system of bread 
cards ard o’ icr econumic precautionary 
measures will be continued r‘ght along, 
su that no matter how long the war 
lasts, the German Government feels 
that the bread question has been abso- 
lutely and positively solved. 

Plenty of Food Shipped In. 
Again it must be considered that the 
blockade against the importation of 
fvodstuffs is not considered a close and 
positive blockade, and I know, and I. 
have it from the highest authority, that 
grain and flour in plenty are being 
shipped into Germany from outside 
sources. andj the s‘trargest pait of it 
all is that most of this grain comes 
direct from Russia. It would appear 
that anything on the contrutcend list 
ean be had in “Sermany. wit!. the block- 
ade and other restrictionss, by simply 
raying a good price, and in gold.

compel the neutrals to see to it that 
foodstuffs for the civilian population 


but admitted unmolested into Germany 
whether by sea or land. 

Another important item in the food 
line is the potato question. Up to this 
time potatoes have not been seized by 
the Government, but housewives and 
cthers already have been called upon to 
report just how many potatoes they 
have in their possession, and the general 
understanding is that potatoes may be 
handled within a very short time in a 
similar manner to flour. As a matter 
of fact, they are never short of pota- 
toes in Germany. 

- A good deal of whiskey or ‘eatinnaeie 
vas manufactured in former years out 
of potatoes, but since the Government 
took a hand in the food situation dis- 
tillers are no longer permitted to make 
potato schnapps. 


Beer-Making Restricted. 


A like restriction has been placed up- 
on barley, which is used principally in 
connection with the manufacture of 
beer. Today the German breweries are 
allowed to use only 60 per cent of what 
former quantity of barley they needed 
and the price of beer wince the war 
been raised 50 cents per 100 litres. This 
restriction in the use of barley was 
done principally in order to get more 
food for the animals. 


There is a sufficient quantity of oats 
on hand to last for a long time to come. 
But under the system of economy in 
Germany, especially as practiced since 
the beginning of the war oats are also 
measured out to horse owners and the 
quantity each horse is allowed jo oat 
each day has been fixed. 


A light draft horse does not get 
as much to eat as a horse which has to 
do heavy pulling. As to the former 
animal, five pounds of oats are meas- 
‘red out daily, while to the stronger 
and heavy draft horses, seven pounds 
of oats are allowed for the same period 
of time. In order to overcome the dif- 
ference between the fodder supplied the 
horse singe ithe war, now the Govern- 
ment furnishes what is known as ‘“mel- 
lasse” fodder, which is made out of a 
peculiar kind of red carrots known as

This is mixed with 
the oats and horses apparently seem to 
be fond of this mixture and are well 
nourished now. 

As far as meat is concerned, there 
is sufficient quantity on hand at all 
times, and absolutely no restrictions 
have been placed upon its sale. 

A good deal of smoked pork and hams 
are used in Germany, and just now an 
cfficial census of pigs is being taken 
throughout the entire empire. When this 
order was first issued to count all hogs 
the price of pork advanced somewhat, 
under the general belief that pork 
might sooner or later be placed in.the 
restricted food supplies, but the peo- 
ple generally have realized what the 
counting is ali about, and that it is 
done for statistical purposes only, the 
retail prices have fallen off again con- 
siderably. ; 

Increase in Prices Slight 

The increase in food prices has nit 
been a very heavy one sinee the be- 
ginning of the war and there is little 
complaint throughout Germany because 
of the, rise in prices for some of the 
commodities. The people in Germany 
have settled down to the belief that 
every article of food needed by the army 
or navy must first be supplied, and 
should there be anything left, the rest 
may go tothe civilian population. Such 
articles of food which are used largely 
by the army have risen in price.*some 
as high as 100 per cent or more. 

As far as labor is concerned, nobody 
is idle tin Germany today. At the very 
outbreak of the war, and for the first 
six weeks or more, times were rather 
hard and business practically at a stand- 
still. The manufacturers had to dis- 
charge many of their employes because 
of scarcity of orders for work and no: 
knowing just how long conditions weuld 
prevail under these circumstances. S8ut 
gradually confidence was restored in 
business circles and today all the fac- 
tories are running and especially those 
where war supplies are turned out are 
working overtime. 

In many places work continues several 
days and nights in every week. The 
Government insists that all workers are 
fully paid and many of the big factories 
and machine shops have changed their 
machinery completely so that today they 
are manufacturing shrapnel and other 
munitions of war where formerly they 
turned out sewing machines, typewriters 
and other peaceful articles. Fines and 
imprisonment are imposed upon every 
employer who furnishes war ,material 
today and who is convicted of paying 
or attempting to pay less wages to his 
employes than he received before Aug. 
1, 1914, 

Financial Conditions Fine. 

So far as financial conditions are con- 
cerned, they are excellent just now, both 
war loans having been many times over- 
subscribed. The German people insist 
that from a financial point of view the 
war is much better for Germany thar 
it is for any of the allies. They point 
to the fact that Germany is unable to 
import today any raw material and for 
that reason alone all material used for 
War purposes must be manufactured in 
the German empire. In that way the 
monéy practically remains in circula- 
tion in the country and this accounts to 
a large extent for the prosperous condi- 
tion of the Fatherland today. 

I have talked with officials in charge 
of savings banks and they assure me 
that their deposits have largely in- 
creased. In Essen, for instance, where 
the Krupp works are located, the sav- 
ings banks are doing a greater business 
than they ever did before in the his- 
tory of that town. Everybody is busy 
in Essen, an@ workmen are paid ‘n 
many instances. more than 100 per cent

Call ef Soldiers’ Families. 

Under what is known as “Kriegsfuer- 
sorge’’—war care—a careful list is kept 
of every family where the husband is 
fighting at the front. The wife who 
is left at home receives from the Gov- 
ernment $3 a month. For each child 
$1.50 a month is added. In addition to 
that, relief is granted by the municipal 
authorities, and they pay to each wife 
each week $1.50 and for each child about 
7% cents. Then come the various city, 
town, village and private organizations 
which furnish additional pecuniary aid. 
Besides, they see to It that each wife 
and child is supplied with good, warra 
clothing and all the shoes are half-soled 
and repaired free of charge. This is 
‘a very important item to be considered 
in view of the fact that the price of 
leather since Aug. 1, 1914, has risen con- 
siderably. : 

Under the laws of the land the widows 
and orphans of soldiers who sacrificed 
their lives on the fiela of battle or as 
the result of the war, are being cared 
for by the Government. The widow of 
a ‘private soldier receives a yearly pen- 
sion of $100. To the widow of a petty 
officer is paid the sum of $125 per year, 
while the widow of ‘“feldwebel,” or 
chief petty officer, is paid $150 per year. 

Each child receives a yearly pension 
of $42 where the father has been killed 
in the war, and in case the widow 
should ‘die before her child has reached 
the age of eighteen years, such child 
continues to receive $60 per year out of 
the general pension fund. 

Germany has no moratorium and the 
plea of war times in connection with the 
lack of payments cannot be accepted. 
In that way considerable bankruptcy is 
avoided. It is true that all bills of ex- 
change have been extended thirty days 
after which they must be paid. 

Schools Still in Session. 

The schools as a rule have not been 
closed because of the war. Nearly ali 
the school children are wearing today 
some kind of garment indicative of war- 
soldier caps, soldier coats, helmets, leg- 
gins. — 

The banking institutions in Germany 
have called in all the gold available. 
While the delivery of gold to the banks 
of the Government is not the cause of 
a positive order issued, yet wherever 
gold is seen it is exchanged for paper 
money and turned in the Reichs or 
Deutch Bank. 

This is due principally because, ac- 
cording to the laws of Germany the 
Reichsbank can issue three times the 
amount in paper money it has gold in 
her vaults. 

The collection of gold money has be- 
come a highly interesting one, especial- 
ly for the children. They have been told 
by their teachers that the gold is 
needed by the Government while the 
present war is raging and children are 
playing the part of detectives quite suc- 
cessfully, and eagerly buttonholing 
every person whom they believe to be 
ihe owner of a gold coin. Their teachers 


have gone into a money exchange busi- 
ness and every child who delivers to the 
teacher a gold piece, for which of course 
the equivalent in paper money is given 
in exchange, is given half a day off 
from school. It can readily be seen why 
in most instances the little 
so eager to bring gold to their teachers, 
who turn it into the Government. 

Most Galties Continue. 

During my extensive travels 
throughout Germany I have observed 
very few indications of war. In all 
the cities of the land amusements are 
being continued just a they were 
before. The opera houses, the thea- 
ter, the variety shows, the moving 
picture houses were all filled to the 
doors. There is a change noticeable 
in the programs and mostly patri- 
otic music and songs of a patriotic 
character are heard. 

Of course the cities are filled with 
soldiers, the reservists and the land- 
wehr. Everybody is looking up to the 
military. Soldiers are everywhere, 
and there are a large number of 
wounded and convalescent, ali in unt- 
form, seen upon the streets and in the 
cafes. The: army is being liontzed? 
Everybody wants to do something 
for the man who wears the Emperor's 
coat, 

There is a deiises of enthusiasm 
and patriotism, the like of which is 
almost inconceivable. Wives see their 
husbands start for the front, chil- 
dren their fathers and the old folks 
their sons, and not a tear is shed, 
because everybody realizes that it is 
the country which has called upon 
her sons if necessary to sacrifice 
their lives in order that victory at 
last might be the result. 

The only difference in the conduct 
of placeg of amusement as between 
today and prior to the declaration of 
war, is that dancing is absolutely 
prohibited. 

Close at Fixed Hours. 

Restaurants and bars are all closed 
at fixed hours. Different rules pre- 
vail in different localities. 

In Berlin, which is known for its all- 
night resorts, which men and women of 
all classes used to frequent, the night 
resorts have been .compelled to close 
their doors entirely. In addition to this 
women who made the resorts their 
headquarters and who failed Y prove 
to the authorities that they had a le- 
gitimate means of support, were all 
arrested and sentenced to imprisonment 
while the war lasted, and today they 
are confined in jail and kept busy knit- 
ting for the soldiers at the front. This 
accounts for the fact that Friederich- 
strasse, which formerly swarmed with 
these women, is practically free of them 
today. 

The Germans declare that the flower 
of the Russian army has been destroyed 
and that, while it is true that Russia 
can command an almost unendless sup- 
ply of humanity, it will take years to 
transform the Russian peasant into 
anything like a part of a big military 
machine. 

They say that when spring comes they

Fair as Soon as Foreign 
Affairs Permit.

WASHINGTON, April 12. — President 


Wilson is planning to make his delayed 
trip to the San Francisco Exposition as 
soon as foreign affairs permit. 
visers, it became known today, are very 


eager to have him make a number of 
speeches in different parts of the coun- 
try befors the opening of the next ses- 
sion of Congress. 

Friends of the President say the con- 
. templated trip cannot be called a ‘“‘cam- 
paign tour,” and they are preventing as 
far as possible the formation of “‘Wil- 
son Clubs,” to avoid even the appear 
ance of starting a boom. 

Although the political advisers of 
President Wilson say privately that, they 
have no doubt but that he will be re- 
nominated, it was indicated that there 
would be no formal launching of his 
carididacy, as such a step might em- 
barrass him in carrying out the policies 
of his administration. 

On the Western trip the President is 
expected to explain tne legislative pro- 
gram he will lay before the next ses- 
sion of Congress, including conserva- 
tion bills, the. Philippine bill, the Co- 
lombidh and Nicaraguan treaties, budget 
reform and probably Senate cloture. 

The President has decided. definitely 
not.to accompany Secretary Daniels on 
his contemplated trip through the Pan- 
aman Canal to San Francisco, in July. 

The President today accepted an in- 
vitation to speak in Philadelphia, May 
10, before a large group of new Ameri- 
can citizens. He was much impressed 
with the idea of holding a meeting to 
impress American iceals on foreigners 
who have recently become citizens. _ 

An invitation to speak at Independ- 
ence Hall, Philadelphia, on July 4, has 
been declined. Mr. Wilson delivered an 
address there last Yndependence day, 
and Philadelphians had hoped to make 
the occasion an annual affair. 

The President, it was stated at the 
White House, would attend the annual 
luncheon of the Associated Press in New 
York on April 20, if public business pez- 
mitted.

Once every year in Miller Huggins’ 
long but intensely conservative baseball 
life, he has managed to write into the 
official record one home run. He never 
is hoggish, being entirely satisfied with 
an.annual output on one circuit wallop.

GREAT INTEREST IN 
POPE'S INTERVIEW 


IN POST-DISPATCH 


Newspaper Praised for Enter- 
prise in Getting Statement 
on Peace From Pontiff. 


—_ 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau ef the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, April 12—The inter- 
view of Kari H. von Wiegand, special 
staff correspondent of the Post-Dispatch 
with Pope Benedict XV, was read with 
keen interest by thousands of people in 
Washington. President Wilson had read 
a copy of it Saturday night, and every 
member of his Cabinet read the inter- 
view yesterday. The enterprise of the 
Post-Dispatch was generally commend- 
ed by officials of the Government and 
leading churchmen and laymen of the 
capital. 

Members of the Cabinet took the po- 
sition that the President has the mat- 
ter of peace offers in hand and until 
he speaks his official family will not 
be interviewed. The Pope’s message, 
some of them said privately, is a great 
utterance, and should result in negotia- 
tions toward peace in the near future. 
Others, however, do not believe that the 
time to talk peace seriously has yet ar- 
rived. 

At the residence of the papal dele- 
gate it was stated that Mgr. Giovanni 
Bonzano had read the interview, but, 
in accordance wtih established custom, 
would not give out any statement for 


-| publication. 


Officials at the French\ embassy did 
not care to make any comment upon 
Pope Benedict's plea for peace. 

What Congresemen Say. 

Members of Congress also were deeply 
interested in the interview, some of 
their opinions follow: 

Senater Gore of Oklahoma: I feel 
sure that America sympathizes with 
such an expression and is willing to co- 
operate at the proper time with those 
who are seeking peace. When that time 
comes I personally hope for the con- 
clusion of an enduring peace, not a mere 
armistice that adjourns strife. There 
should be protection against any one 
man, two men or three, whether or not 
they wear crowns, plunging the world 
into war. 

Senator Poindexter of Washington: 
The interview with the Pope expressed 
the hope of most everyone that at the 
proper time this country will be in- 
fluential in bringing about peace. I fear 
there is not much opportunity for peace 
at this time. 

Senator Borah of Idaho: No doubt 
the United States will seize the first op- 
portune time to interpose its good graces 
in behalf of peace and in so doing will 
represent the wishes of an undividea 
people. Everybody wants peace, but it 
is useless to delude curselves with the 
belief that it is very near at hand and 
it is equally useless for the United States 
to make any attempt at peace before 
the time is ripe to do so. 


Senator Fletcher of orida: It is 
rather a bright spot ir the present sit- 


uation to see such a suggestion come 
from so high a source. Of course, I 
would be most glad if peace could be 
brought about. The details of a peace 
movement must, of course, be left to 
the President if this government is to 
take the initiative, and I am not sure 
but what at present an affirmative move 
might be premature, might retard the 
consummation of peace, if anything. 

The Rev. Aloysius J. Donlon, presi- 
dent of Georgetown University, said: 
“There are two great, factors to ald in 
bringing about peace—they are the Pope 
and the United States Government. I[ 
think that if the American people 
would take up the suggestion of the 
Pope and work in unison with him per- 
haps something might be done, although 
it is hard to see just now what could be 
done in the immediate future.”’ 

The Rev. BDugene A. Hannon, rector 
of St. Martin’s Catholic Church, de- 
scribes the Pope’s message as ‘a re- 
markable address, drawn with thai 
adroit statesmanship for which the 
school of Leo XIII and Rampola was 
so famous.” 

“It is a message,” said Father Han- 
nan, “that is bound to have a wide 
spread influence, for it comes from one 
whose neutrality is above question I 
know from reading the official organ 
of the Vatican, published in Rome, that 
the most terrific pressure has been 
brought to bear on His Holiness by 
each faction in the war to take its 
side and I doubt whether even Cardi- 
nal Gaspari, the Cardinal Secretary of 
fitate, knows which side, if any, the 
Holy Father favors. One thing is cer- 
tain, that is, Benedict XV does not 
want war.”’ 


“Message Meaningfal,” Says Arch- 
bishov John J. Glennen. 
Archbishop John J. Glennon gave this 
statement to the Post-Dispatch and the 

New York World: 

“The two ideas the Holy Father con- 
veys in the published interview are to 
avoid everything that might prolong the 
vtruggie, and to work unceasingly for 
peace, ° 

‘In other words, to be strictly neutral 
as between nation and nation at war 
on the one hand, and to promote the 
opening of a way toward early peace on 
the other; this is the heart of the in- 
terview. The last, of course, is the most 
difficult to determine—when the psycho- 
logical moment has arrived to speak ef- 
fectively. To speak before that time 
has arrived might be hurtful rather 
than helpful. 

“Certainty, when it does arrive, Amer- 
ican should be prepared to speak. The 
Pope preaches the gospel of peace. It 
‘s one that we can all treasure in our 
hearts, and in turn preach to our war- 
ring brethren. The two powers that the 
world today looks to to speak this mes- 
sage of peace, are the United States 
and the Papacy. This latest message in 
the form of an interview, shows that 
the Papacy stands ready, and your Gowv- 
ernment is undoubtedly fully ready if 
the time be opporturte te speak. 

‘Tt appears to me that the Pontiff’s 
rnesmage is meaningful, since the VAti- 
can today is the only spot where repre- 
sentatives of the warring nations as- 
semble and exchange without prejudice 
in the presence of one absolutely. neu-

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AN INSIDE VIEW OF GERMANY. 
The representative of the Post-Dispatch who to- 
day reports on conditions in Germany makes a 
painstaking view of a situation concerning which 
little has been actually known. In two respects 
at least his message is of vital importance to all 
Americans. 
Germany's submarine monace to neutral com- 
merce in British waters has been justified from 
the first by the assertion that it was necessary to 
terrorize the sea in order to open German trade 
blockaded by the British and save the entire pop- 
ulation of the empire from starvation. 
The Berlin decree of Feb. 4 denouncing the Brit- 
ish. blockade said: “These measures have the 
obvious purpose, through starvation, to doom the 
entire population of Germany to destruction.” 
German Foreign Secretary von Jagow on Feb. 
9 publicly said that “Britain, by measures inad- 
missible under international law, has paralyzed 
neutral commerce with Germany in an attempt to 
force upon the German civilian population death 
by starvation.” 
The German reply of Feb. 15 to the protest of 
the United States said: “Germany has been com- 
pelied to resort to this kind of warfare by the 
murderous ways of British naval warfare, which 
aime at the destruction of legitimate trade and 
thé starvation of the German people.” 
Admiral Behncke of the German marine depart- 
ment, on Feb. 16, said: “Since the shutting off 
of food supplies had come to a point where Ger- 
many bad no longer sufficient food to feed her 
people, it became necessary for ‘her to bring 
England to terms by the exercise of force.” 
The representative of the Post-Dispatch finds 
that Germany, while husbanding its food, is in no 
danger of starvation; that it has supplies now for 
at least one year, and that the promise of big 
crops this season is excellent. He also heard in 
Germatiy itself that the bread cry was raised in 
order to compe! neutrals to hasten to the relief

WHAT NEWSPAPER PUBLICITY DOES. 

Exposure is a disagreeable duty of decent jour 
nalism, but how vital it fs to the welfare of St. 
Louis! 

What would happen to this city at the hands 
of crooks if no newspaper stood guard? 

Honest citizenship cannot save itself from po- 
litical foul play or keep bad men out of office 
without that powerful weapon of defense which 
fearless publicity supplies. Without it, a tricked 
and defrauded public cannot correct its mistakes. 
Disarmed and undefended, cities easily fall vic- 
tims to criminal politics, city hall gangs, and 
thieves immune from prosecution by lax courts. 
The ultimate plight of a city plundered high and 
low, by big grafters with the connivance of courts 
and by burglars under the very license and pro- 
tection of the city’s own police is an unforgot- 
ten spectacle of the worst, when no warning voice 
sounds from the watch tower. 

There is, fortunately, in St. Louis an alert 
public opinion to which vigilant journalism may 
confidently appeal when graft threatens. As 
voters St. Louisans are not always forehanded 
to strike down bad men who seek election, even 
when the bad men are plainly pointed out; but 
there is no public indifference towards evil laid 
bare afterwards. The law of self-preservation in 
this community works surely and powerfully once 
it is directly appealed to. 

There is nothing heroic in so-called “fearless 
journalism,” and the Post-Dispatch can be acquit- 
ted of any pretensions in claiming that it merely 
expresses the common honesty of-the people of 
St. Louis in exposing unfit or corrupt men in 
public life. 
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LIZZIE LAWS.

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GERMANY URGES 
THAT ARMS. SALE 
7 ALLIES CEASE 


Exports Will Be Stopped, Says 
Note, if America Desires to 
Observe True Neutrality. 


By Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 12. — German 
embassy officials stated today that 
Count von Bernstorf,, German Ambas- 
sador, acted under instructions from the 
Berlin Foreign Office 1n presenting the 
recent note or memorandum to the 
State Department, complaining that, 
while the United States had failed to 
maintain its right to export foodstuffs 
to German¢?, American manufacturers 
were permitted to continue shipping 
munitions of war in unlimited quanti- 
ties to Great Britain and her allies. 

Some question had arisen as to wheth- 
er Count von Bernstorff acted on his 
own authority, since the document, 4 
diplomatic ‘ memorandum,” was phrased 
by the embassy. 

Surprise is expressed that the note 

should be made public through some 
other channel than the State Depart- 
ment, and Counsellor Lansing said with 
emphasis that nobody in the depart- 
ment was responsible for the summary 
or of the text of the note. 
- The German note is looked upon in 
official circles in Washington as more 
of an appeal to the American people 
than to the State Department. 

The note reads; 

“The different British orders in coun- 
cil have altered the universally recog- 
nized rules of international law in such 
a one-sided manner that they arbitrar- 
ily suppress the trade of neutral coun- 
tries with Germany. Already, prior to 
the last order in council, the shipment 
of- conditional contraband, especially 
foodstuffs, to Germany, was practically 
impossible. In fact, prior to the protest 
which the American Government made 
in London on Dec. 28, 1914, not a singie 
shipment of such goods for Germany 
has been effected from the United 
States. Also, after the lodging of the 
protest and as far as is known to the 
German embassy, only one such ship- 
ment has been attempted by an Ameri- 
can skipper. Ship and cargo were im- 
mediately seized by the British and are 
still detained at a British port. As a 
pretext for this unwarranted action, the 
British Government referred to a decree 
of the German Federal council con- 
cerning the wheat trade, although this 
decree only covered wheat and flour 
and no other foodstuffs, although im- 
ported foodstuffs were especially ex- 
empt from this decree and although the 
German Government had given all nec- 
essary guarantees to the United States 
Government and had even proposed a 
special organization tn order to secure 
these foodstuffs for the exclusive con- 
sumption of the civilian population. 

German Assumption. 

“The seizure of an American ship un- 
der these circumstances was in contra- 
diction with the recognized principles of 
international law. Nevertheless, the 
United States Government has not yet 
obtained the release of the ship nor has 
it after eight months of war succeeded 
in safeguarding the legitimate American 
trade with Germany. Such a delay, es- 
pecially when the supply of foodstuffs 
is concerned, seems equivalent to com- 
‘plete failure. It is, therefore, to be as- 
sumed that the United States Govern- 
ment has accepted England’s violations 
of international law. 

“Furthermore has to be considered 
the attitude of the Government of the 
United States concerning the question 
of the exportation of war material. 
The imperial embassy hopes to agree 
with the Government of the United 
States in assuming that with regard 
to the question of neutrality there is 
not only the formal side to be con- 
sidered, but also the spirit in which 
the neutrality is enforced. 

“Conditions in the present war are 
different from those in any former 
wars. For this reason it is not justi- 
fied to point at the fact that perhaps 
in former wars, Germany furnished 
belligerents with war material. Because 
in those former cases the question 
was not whether any war material was 
to be furnished to the belligerents, but 
merely which one of the competing 
countries would furnish it; in the pres- 
ent war, with the exception of the 
United States, all the countries capable 
of a noteworthy production of war ma- 
terial are either at war themselves or 
completing their armaments and have 
accordingly prohibited the exportation 
of war materia]. Therefore, the United 
States of America is the only coun- 
try in a position to export war ma- 
terial. This fact ought to give a new 
meaning to the idea of neutrality in- 
dependent of the formal law. 

“Instead of that, and in contradiction 
with the real spirit of neutrality, an 
enormous new industry of War mate- 
rials of every kind is being built up in 
the United States, inasmuch as not 
only the existing plants are kept busy 
and enlarged, but also new ones are 
continually founded. 

“The New War Industry.” 
“The international agreements for the 
protection of the right of the neutrals 
originates in the necessity of protecting 
the existing industries of the neutral 
countries. They were never intended to 
encourage the creation of entirely new 
industries, in neutral states as, for in- 
stance, the new war industry in the 
United States, which supplies only one 
party of the belligerents. 

“In reality the American industry is 
supplying only Germany’s enemies, a 
fact which is in no way modified by 
the purely theoretical willingness to fur- 
nish Germany as well, if it were possi- 
ble. 

“If the American people desire to ob- 
serve true neutrality they will find 
means to stop the exclusive exportation 
of arms to one side, or at least, to use 
this export trade as a means to uphold 
the legitimate trade with Germany, es- 
pecially the trade in foodstuffs. This 
smvirit of neutrality should appear the 
more justified’to the United States, as 
it has been maintained towards Mexico. 

“According to the declaration of a 
Congressman made in the House Com- 


]1914, President Wilson is quoted as hav-;effect that American officials were ir-

ing said, on Feb, 4, 1914, when the em- 
bargo on arms fof Mexico was lifted: 

“"We should stand for genuine neu- 
trality, considering the surrounding 
facts of the case. He then held in that 
case that because Carranza had no 
ports, while Huerta had them, and was 
able to import these materials, it was 
our duty, as a nation, to treat them 
(Caranza and Huerta) upon an equality 
if we wished to observe the true spirit 
ef neutrality as compared with a mere 
paper neutrality.’ 

“This conception of ‘the true spirit 
of neutrality’ if applied to the present 
case, would lead to an embargo on 
arms.,”’
